Thomas Fails to Testify, but His 
Letter Is Introduced. 

The last act of the committee 
was to announce that if Thomas 
desired to be heard in his own de- 
fense, he could testify. Thomas 
was not present. 

When the Department of Justice | 
complained last November to Judge 
English about the conduct of his 
Referee, Thomas submitted a writ- 
ten explanation to the Judge, a 
copy of which was offered in evi- 
dence, but ruled out as “an un- 
sworn self-serving statement.” 
recon- 
sidered, and decided to admit both 
the Department report and Thom- 
as’ explanation. 

‘Michener Objects. 

Congressman Michener objected 
to the admission of Thomas’ state- 
ment. “If he wants t6 defend him- 
self,”” he said, ‘““why doesn’t he go 
on the stand. He seems to be the 
central figure around whom all 
these charges revolve, yet neither 
side has called him as a witness.” 

‘“T want to explain,” said Prose- 
cutor A. B. Dennis, “that my fail- 
ure to call him was due simply to 
my understanding that it might en- 


plated criminal prosecution against 
him.” William Acton, of defense 
counsel, said he had no desire to 
call him. 
“The record ought to show,” 
Congressman Christopherson de-| 
clared, ‘‘that this man sat here in 
this courtroom every day, -heard 
these accusations, and made no re- 
quest to take the stand.” Thomas 
had been absent from the court- 
room since Tuesday noon, when 
Judge English began shifting to 
Thomas responsibility for many of 
the acts charged against the Judge. 


Thomas’ Defense. 


In his letter to Judge English 
the former referee make the fol- 
lowing defense of the conduct of 
his office: z 


That he has visited a large 
number of other referee's offices 
and found them to be conducted 
along the same lines as his own. 

That “he has given the referee’s 
office ‘“‘practically all my time 
and attention.”’ 

That he didn’t understand a 
part of the objections. 

That cases are being delayed 
in administration because vf liti- 
gation for which he is not re- 
sponsible. 

That he had never acted as a 
receiver in any case in bank- 
ruptcy. 

That he would gladly resign 
the office of referee tf. Judge En- 
giish felt he should not be ap- 
pointed to receiverships while 
being the referee. 

That he was proud of the posi- 
tion of referee and had endeav- 
ored to lend dignity to the office 
by working incessantly and 
avoiding unnecessary expenses.
